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Bush: Iraqi Troops Not Ready 


President says some units unprepared to provide seeurity 


WASHINGTON I In a sobering assessment 
of the Iraq war, President Bush acknowl- 
edged Monday that Americans’ resolve has 
been shaken by grisly scenes of death and 
destruction and he pointedly criticized the 
performance of U.S. -trained Iraqi troops. 
“No question about it,” he said. “The bomb- 
ers are having an effect.” 

Bush spoke a day after the deadliest attacks 
in Iraq since July — killing at least 54 people 


in Najaf and at least 13 in Karbala — and six 
weeks before Iraqis vote for a transitional 
assembly that will choose a president and 
draft a permanent constitution. 

Bush’s strategy calls for American troops 
to protect Iraq while local police and soldiers 
are trained to do the job themselves, eventu- 
ally allowing the United States to withdraw. 

“Now I would call the results mixed in 
terms of standing up Iraqi units who are 


willing to fight,” Bush 
said in a candid assess- 
ment. “There have been 
some cases where, when 
the heat got on, they left 
the battlefield. That’s 
unacceptable. Iraq will 
never secure itself if they 
have troops that, when the 
heat gets on, they leave the battlefield.” What 
is needed, he said, is a better Iraqi military 
command structure, terence hunt (ap)

City Officials 
Reopen Talks 
On Stadium 

WASHINGTON I With the deal to bring the 
Montreal Expos to Washington on the brink 
of collapse, Washington political leaders 
made progress Monday toward a deal that 
could lead the D.C. Council to reconsider leg- 
islation to fund a ballpark for the team. 

Council Chairman Linda W. Cropp put 
the stadium financing bill on the agenda for 
Tuesday’s meeting, the group’s last scheduled 
session of the year. 

The agreement between the Expos and 
Washington expires Dec. 31 unless a financ- 
ing plan is put in place consistent with the 
September agreement between the team and 
Mayor Anthony A. Williams. 

Cropp pushed through an amendment 
last week that called for half the stadium 
finance money to come from the private 
sector.

Williams met with Cropp on Monday 
for the first time in a week and said they 
were making progress. Cropp has said she 
would not revisit the stadium financing plan 
in council chambers unless there was a way

Some 
have complained about his use of 


a mechanical device to sign con- 
dolence letters to military fami- 
lies whose loved ones have died in 
battle. Rumsfeld said last week he 
will personally sign letters in the 
future. 

Bush, who per- 
sonally signs con- 
dolence letters, was 
asked why he was 
willing to overlook 
Bush Rumsfeld’s failure 
to do the same. 

“I know Secretary Rumsfeld’s 
heart,” Bush said. “I know how much 
he cares for the troops,” adding that 
Rumsfeld and his wife visit hospi- 
talized soldiers “all the time to pro- 
vide comfort and solace.” 

He said beneath Rumsfeld’s 
“rough and gruff, no-nonsense 
demeanor is a good human being 
who cares deeply about the military 
and deeply about the grief that war

Acupuncture Tied 

WASHINGTON | The ancient Chinese 
therapy of acupuncture can help 
ease pain and improve movement 
for people with arthritis of the knee, 
a new study concludes. 

In the largest clinical study 
of acupuncture reported to date, 
researchers studied 570 patients age 
50 and over with osteoarthritis of 
the knee. The multi-location study 
was led by Dr. Brian M. Berman of 
the University of Maryland School 
of Medicine in Baltimore.

Allawi Puts Focus on Sunni-Shiite Strife 


In Brief 


Iraqi PM has long 
played down chances 
of sectarian civil war 

BAGHDAD I Iraq’s interim prime min- 
ister warned Monday that insur- 
gents are trying to foment sectarian 
civil war as well as derail elections, 
while thousands of mourners turned 
out for funerals in the Shiite holy cit- 
ies of Najaf and Karbala a day after 
car bombs killed 67 people. 

Prime Minister Ayad Allawi said 
the mainly Sunni Muslim insur- 
gents, blamed for Sunday’s bloody 
attacks, want to “create ethnic and 
religious tensions ... to destroy the 
unity of this country.” 

“These attacks are designed to 
stop the political process,” Allawi 
said, adding that his administration 
would not be deterred from holding 
Jan. 30 parliamentary elections — 
the first free vote since 1958. 

Although members of his 
Cabinet have made similar warn- 
ings about the danger of a civil war, 
Allawi himself had regularly played 
down that possibility.

Shiite Muslims, who make up 
around 60 percent of Iraq’s people, 
have been strong supporters of the 
electoral process, which they expect 
to reverse the longtime domination 
of Iraq’s Sunni minority. The insur- 
gency is believed to draw most of its 
support from Sunnis, who provided 


much of Saddam Hussein’s former 
Baath Party leadership. 

Allawi said a big factor in the 
strength of the insurgency was the 
dismantling of Iraq’s security forces 
after the U.S. -led invasion. “What 
is happening is that we are facing 
an enemy heavily supported even 


in some cases with superior weap- 
ons,” he said. “We will have setbacks, 
we are having setbacks, but we are 
determined to continue the fight.” 

Najaf police chief Ghalib al- 
Jazaari said 50 people had been 
arrested in connection with Sunday’s 
bombings, dusan stojanovic (ap)

MOSCOW I Russia has restricted 
rights to such an extent that it 
has joined the countries that are 
not free for the first time since 
the 1991 fall of the Soviet Union, 
Freedom House said Monday, 
marking Moscow’s march away 
from the democracies it embrac- 
es as diplomatic partners. 

“This setback for freedom rep- 
resented the year’s most important 
political trend,” the U.S. -based 
non-governmental organization 
wrote in its annual study.

China’s leader celebrated the fifth 
anniversary of Chinese rule over 
Macau on Monday, praising the 
former Portuguese colony for its 
success under China’s “one country, 
two systems” policy that integrated 
the capitalist territory into the com- 
munist state. The remarks were seen

KIEV, UKRAINE I Ukraine’s rivals 
for the presidency traded accusa- 
tions in a heated televised debate 
Monday, as opposition leader Viktor 
Yushchenko charged his rival with 
stealing the November runoff elec- 
tion and Prime Minister Viktor 
Yanukovych urged the formation 
of a unity government. 

With six days left before the Dec. 
26 rematch, the candidates engaged 
in several sharp exchanges, but shook 
hands and smiled as the event ended. 
The campaign has been marked by 
tension after massive protests and 
revelations that Yushchenko was 
poisoned by dioxin, which wasn’t 
mentioned in the debate. 

The Kremlin-backed prime min- 
ister tried to appear more concilia- 
tory, several times proposing a unity 
government. He pledged he would 
not contest official results and urged 
Yushchenko to do the same. 

Yushchenko ignored the propos- 
als, turning instead to fraud in the 
Nov. 21 vote that was later annulled 
by the Supreme Court. “You’re a reli- 
gious person, right? Thou shalt not 
steal. ... And then you stole 3 mil- 
lion votes,” he said, (ap) 


JERUSALEMI The leaders of Jewish 
settlements in the Gaza Strip and 
West Bank urged their followers 
Monday to resist a government plan 
to withdraw from parts of the occu- 
pied territories, edging closer to open 
revolt against Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon’s plan to pull out next year. 

While the leaders said they 
remained opposed to violence, their 
call for civil disobedience — even at 
the risk of going to jail — marked 
the first time they have advocated 
breaking the law. 

Since Sharon announced his 
withdrawal plan early this year, 
the settler movement has tried to 


defeat it through political lobbying 
and an aggressive ad campaign. 

Last summer, their political 
allies quit Sharon’s ruling coali- 
tion in an attempt to undermine 
him, leaving the prime minister 
with a minority government. But 
Sharon has managed to outmaneu- 
ver them, turning to the moderate 
opposition for support as his hard- 
line coalition crumbled. 

That strategy appeared headed 
for success Monday, when parlia- 
ment endorsed a reform bill that 
is expected to clear the way for the 
moderate Labor Party to join the

All Hopes Pinned 
On Late Shoppers 


Expect more bargains, 
analysts say, after slow 
holiday sales so far 

N E W YO R K I Retailers are expected to 
increase discounting in the final days 
before Christmas since a late-buying 
binge failed to materialize the last 
weekend before the holiday. 

“You will really see some dra- 
matic desperation discounting” this 
week, said Burt Flickinger III, man- 
aging partner at Strategic Resource 
Group, an industry consultant. 

Such potential discounting is 
fueling worries that profits could be 
hurt in the fourth quarter. Flickinger 
estimated that profit margins will 
be cut by 3 percent to 5 percent in 
the fourth quarter as a result. 

Merchants needed a hefty sales 
surge this past weekend to recoup 
lost business after seeing a slow 
start to a holiday selling season. 
But ShopperTrak, which tracks 
sales at 30,000 retail outlets, report- 
ed Monday that total sales fell 3.3 
percent for Saturday and Sunday, 


compared with last year. 

Now, retailers will have to rely 
even more heavily on procrastina- 
tors during the final days before 
Christmas, as well as post-holi- 
day sales. Merchants also hope 
their bottom lines will be boosted 
by the redemption of gift cards, 
which are only recorded as sales 
when they are redeemed. 

Luxury stores had the best per- 
formance over the weekend, despite 
offering only selected discounts. But 
mid-priced merchants — appeal- 
ing to customers more vulnerable 
to higher heating costs and a vola- 
tile job market — are being forced 
to pull in customers with big dis- 
counts and expanded hours. 

J.C. Penney Co., for example, will 
be opening at 7 a.m. from Wednesday 
through Friday, offering deals on 
jewelry and coats. Sears Roebuck 
and Co. is offering discounts of 
between 40 to 60 percent on jew- 
elry and 25 percent to 30 percent 
off watches from Monday through 
Friday, according to Bill Masterson, 
a company spokesman, (ap) 


Solo Living a Stretch for 
Minimum-Wage Earners 


WASHINGTON I In only four of the 
nation’s 3,066 counties can some- 
one working full-time and earn- 
ing federal minimum wage afford 
to pay rent and utilities on a one- 
bedroom apartment, an advoca- 
cy group on low-income housing 
reported Monday. 

A two -bedroom rental is even 
more of a burden — the typical 
worker must earn at least $15.37 
an hour to pay rent and utilities, 
the National Low Income Housing 
Coalition said. That’s nearly three 
times the federal minimum wage 
of $5.15 an hour. 

A one -bedroom apartment was 
considered affordable for minimum- 
wage workers in Crawford, Lawrence 
and Wayne counties in Illinois, where 
the housing wage was under $6.29 


an hour. Washington County, Fla. 
was the fourth, with a housing wage 
was listed at $6.06 an hour. 

Least affordable was the San 
Francisco metropolitan area; rent 
and utilities for a one -bedroom 
apartment in Marin, San Francisco 
or San Mateo counties required a 
wage of least $22.63 an hour. 

California topped all states in 
the hourly wage needed to afford a 
two-bedroom apartment, at $21.24, 
followed by Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, Maryland and New York.

Gibbs Going With 

Redskins coach says Brunell will be the backup 


RED KINS I Patrick Ramsey has 
already won next season’s quar- 
terbacks competition for the 
Washington Redskins. 

Coach Joe Gibbs said Monday 
that Ramsey will be his 2005 start- 
er, and he expects Mark Brunell to 
remain with the team as a high- 
priced backup. 

“We’re starting with Patrick,” 
Gibbs said. “That’s who we’re going 
with. He’s our guy. We’re hoping he 
continues to progress.” 

Ramsey has completed 65 per- 
cent of his passes, with five touch- 
downs and three interceptions and 
an 83.3 rating, in five starts since 


replacing Brunell. The Redskins are 
2-3 in those games, but the three 
losses came against Super Bowl 
contenders Philadelphia (twice) 
and Pittsburgh. 

Gibbs praised Ramsey’s adjust- 
ment to the coach’s more conserva- 
tive offense, which asks the quarter- 
back to take fewer risks downfield. 
Ramsey often forced deep passes 
under previous coach Steve Spurrier, 
a habit that lingered into this sea- 
son’s training camp and resurfaced 
when he threw five interceptions in 
55 attempts in two regular- season 
relief appearances. 

The coach said he had a long talk 


Ramsey 

with Ramsey about the importance 
of cutting down on turnovers, and 
Ramsey appears to have learned 
the lesson. 

“We’ve got a heck of a defense,” 
Gibbs said. “And the quarterback 
on a team like that has to be care- 
ful with the football.” 

Gibbs said he expects all three 
of his quarterbacks — Ramsey, 
Brunell and Tim Hasselbeck — to 
return next season. The Redskins 
paid a high price for Brunell in the 
offseason, trading a third-round 
draft pick to Jacksonville for him 
and then signing him to a seven- 
year, $43 million contract with 
an $8.6 million signing bonus.

Black women with 
HIV find they can’t 
always get support 

HIV I Paulette Hogan’s church was 
her rock. But three years ago when 
Hogan, 41, discovered she was HIV- 
positive, her church friends stopped 
talking to her and she stopped going 
to church. 

Black women represent just 
7 percent of the U.S. population, but 
account for 69 percent of new HIV 
and AIDS cases among women. 

Several factors help explain the 
disparity. Poverty increases the 
chance of contracting HIV, and 
an estimated one in four black 
women in the United States lives 
in poverty. 


But health experts, patient 
advocates and community activists 
point to another factor: the social 
stigma ofbeing ablack woman with 
HIV. Within the black community, 
they say, intolerance, denial and 
silence persist. High-risk women 
don’t get HIV tests or use condoms, 
and those who are HIV-positive 
keep quiet. 

“These women are very much 
in hiding,” said Sylvia Drew Ivie, 
executive director of T.H.E. Clinic 
in South Los Angeles. 

According to the national 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention, black women are 18 
times more likely to get the disease 
than white women, and five times 
more likely than Hispanic women.

Low-Carb Cools Off 


DIET I A year ago, Dave Champlin 
and his two roommates had a com- 
bined weight of 890 pounds and 
tried the Atkins diet. Champlin 
lost about 45 pounds and his room- 
mates each lost between 50 and 60 
pounds. All three are off the diet 
and gained back weight. 

“It just got kind of tiresome,” 
Champlin said. “Eating the same 
thing over and over.” 

Experts say the low-carb diet 
craze is over: A NPD Group study 
found the percentage of American 


adults on low-carb diets in 2004 
peaked at 9.1 percent in February 
and dropped to 4.9 percent by 
November. 

Only one of four was signifi- 
cantly cutting carbs and “virtu- 
ally none” were correctly follow- 
ing the diets. 

Companies that rode the low- 
carb wave are refocusing their strat- 
egies. American Italian Pasta said 
low-carb demand had peaked, 
and it is now marketing low- calo- 
rie foods.

Flush with success, 
good-time rapper 
Ludacris gets serious 

PERSONALITY I Christopher Bridges 
uses the rap moniker Ludacris, but 
there’s nothing ludicrous about his 
career. 

The Atlanta rapper’s new release, 
“The Red Light District,” is one of 
the holiday season’s top sellers. 

Earlier this year, Ludacris took 
part in the runaway success of 
Usher’s “Yeah! ” as a guest along with 
Lil Jon. The threesome is headed 
back to the top of the R&B and pop 
charts with “Lovers and Friends,” 
a cut from Lil Jon & the East Side 
Boyz’ new album, “Crunk Juice.” 

Looking ahead, Ludacris will be 
involved with acting in two movies in 
2005, “Hustle & Flow” and “Crash”; 
music releases by new artists, includ- 
ing rock act Lazy Eye and R&B artist 
Bobby V; and ongoing projects for 
the Ludacris Foundation, a youth- 
targeted nonprofit. 

“I’m just trying to keep it mov- 
ing,” the rapper said. “I just do what 
I do, always trying to bring a dif- 
ferent element to my style.” 

That is apparent on “The Red 
Light District,” which reveals a more 


introspective side of the fun-lov- 
ing rapper. 

Ludacris drafted a number of 
high-profile rap colleagues for the 
album, plus a mix of established and 
new producers. The mix includes 
Timbaland, Nate Dogg, DJ Quik, 
DMX, Organized Noize and DJ 
Green Lantern. 


Bobby V guests on “Pimpin’ All 
Around the World,” while “Not 
Me” showcases Small World and 
Doha Boi. 

Ludacris joins Nas and beatbox 
legend Doug E. Fresh on “Virgo”; 
the track also appears on Nas’ just- 
released “Street’s Disciple.” 

Ludacris also displays his fond- 


ness for the “Austin Powers” film 
series on “Number One Spot.” 
The song takes to task conserva- 
tive commentator Bill O’Reilly of 
Fox’s “The O’Reilly Factor.” Two 
years ago, O’Reilly’s comments 
led to Ludacris being dropped as 
a Pepsi spokesperson. 

“You’ve got to reinvent yourself 
and keep people guessing,” Ludacris 
said. “So there’s more experimen- 
tation on this album. It’s hard to 
explain, but I’m rapping and har- 
monizing at the same time; my 
voice is doing different things. 
And I get more personal on some 
of the songs.” 

One example is “Large Amounts,” 
in which the rapper ponders finan- 
cial success in the context of his rela- 
tionships with the Internal Revenue 
Service, women and family mem- 
bers. 

Beyond “Red Light,” Ludacris 
has organized a toy drive on 
behalf of the Ludacris Foundation, 
which he established in 2002. 
The foundation works with hos- 
pitals, rehab centers, boys and 
girls clubs and housing develop- 
ments. “It’s geared toward helping 
kids help themselves,” Ludacris 
said. “It’s about giving back.”

More U.S. undergrads 
pursuing education 
in foreign countries 

It’s about the adventure of an 
extended stay at a foreign univer- 
sity and getting away from home. 

More high school students con- 
sider school outside the United 
States. Foreign universities smooth 
the logistics for enrollment and ride 
the U.S. college fair circuit to pro- 
mote their schools. 

In Canada, the number of 
American undergraduates and 
graduate students has more than 
doubled since 1997 to about 6,000. 
In Great Britain, the number of full- 
time American undergrads is up 
53 percent since 2001 to about 
2,300. About 1,600 Americans 
pursue undergraduate degrees in 
Australia; the overall number of 
Americans studying there rose 10 
percent last year. 

“It’s a) high quality, b) good value 
and c) it’s going to give the students 


a very different educational expe- 
rience,” said Karen McBride, vice 
president for international affairs 
at the Association of Universities 
and Colleges of Canada. 

While roughly 175,000 students 
at American universities go abroad 
for a limited stay — nine times out 
of 10 for a semester or less — appli- 
cants see enrolling full time as a 
richer experience. 


“I don’t think I’m going to 
miss out,” said Susan Schell, a 
Birmingham, Ala., high school 
senior applying to English uni- 
versities. To her, American col- 
lege wouldn’t be different from 
high school. 

“There’s a different aura,” she 
said. 

Sinead Keegan of Boston, a 
senior at McGill University in 
Montreal, said she gained inde- 
pendence — socially and academ- 
ically — she wouldn’t have gotten 


in the United States. 

“I’m better prepared to head 
out into the real world than peo- 
ple who have had their hands held,” 
she said. 

McGill has tripled its enroll- 


ment of American undergraduates 
to more than 1,800 in less than a 
decade. Recruiters visit 150 U.S. 
high schools and college fairs each 
year, according to Howard Tontini, 
the school’s recruiting director.
